The following is the manner the Civil 
Service Rules, as applied to Maysviile, 
were observed by the Civil Service Com- 
mission at Washington: 

Thomas J. Chenoweth, the present 
Postmaster of this city, who Wat ap- 
pointed by President Cleveland, recom- 
mended the removal of W. H. Davis, a 
Letter Carrier, and his brother, Charles 
B Davis, a Substitute Carrier, for the 
reason that the first was "untidy, so much 
bo that his person was offensive," and 
that Charles B. Davis was "rough, noisy 
and untidy, and that his mind was given 
to baseball and other matters not con- 
nected with bis business." 

The Davis boys were appointed Carri- 
ers by Col. Thomtis A Davis, who was 
Postmaster under Harrison's Administra 
tion, and to him belongs the credit of se- 
curing the Free Mail Delivery in this city. 
The Davis boys were appointed mail car- 
riers for their honesty, integrity and 
good character, but their removal was 
necessary in order to make a place for 
Democrats, consequently these charges 
were made. 

Every man, woman and child in this 
city knew the charges were absurd. The 
Davis boys denied these unique charges, 
backed up by every city official, who 
wrote personal letters to the Civil Service 
officers refuting the charges. Every per 
son residing on their route signed a peti- 
tion for their retention in office, but the 
Civil Service Commission ignored all 
lommendatious, ami they were 
fired by the First Assistant Postmaster 
General, F. U. Jones. 
Albert N. Huff, a Letter Carrier, was 
moved for striking a Mr. Sheridan, who 
preferred a malicious charge against 
Huff of failing to deliver a Catholic news- 
paper published at ColumbtiB, O., which 
charges were disproved. 

Early Worick, a Clerk, and Charles 
Thompson, Chief Clerk, were asked for 
their resignations, which were tendered, 
knowing they were to be discharged to 
make room for Democrats. Thompson 
and Huff were President and Secretary 
of the local Board of Examiners. 

This cleared out the office and Demo- 
crats were appointed to fill their places.

FAIR DATES. 



All crops In this section are short as lo 
lanlity and inferior in quality. At 
present their stage of development is at a 
stand or going backward. Drouth, which 
two months ago began in Warren county, 
gradually extended Northward .luring 
July. During August it spread Eastward 
and Westward until now it affects the 
entire Western half of the state As a 
rule farmers are unhappy and deplore the 
condition of their corn fields and tobacco 
plants. In several counties corn is being 
cut and fed to cattle. The early planted 
will not make more than half a good 
year's crop. The late crop is in poor 
condition, and, in view of the advanced 
stage of the season, it cannot make much 
of a yield, even if rain should fall fre- 
quently from now on. It is practically 
beyond recovery. In some places tobacco 
is being cut and laid away in fair condi- 
tion, but most growers are compelled to 
cut it. because it is yellowing so rapidly. 
The atmosphere has become so dty that 
the plants no longer receive nourishment 
from the heavy dewj, which formerly M 
curred very frequently. The projects 
continue to diminish, and final results 
will show not exceeding one-third the 
usual yield. Pastures and gardens are 
all burned up. Stock is looking poorly 
and water is very scarce. Even the 
springs and wells are running dry. Late 
Irish potatoes will be a total failure, and 
the early ones are a short crop. Turnips 
will also be short unless rain comes soon, 
as they cannot at present sprout. Very 
little land has yet been broken for wheat, 
as the soil is baked too hard.

plaint among farmers in this section, 
though it is generally admitted that most 
crops, which are yet in the field, have 
reached that critical stage where mois- 
ture is necessary to mature them. In the 
Northern counties outstanding crops are 
already assured, except from possible 
damage by frost A premature frost 
would be very disastrous in all parts of 
this section, and it is that which the 
farmers now dread most. Tobacco, which 
is in fair shape, is being rapidly cut. As 
reported heretofore it is a short crop, and 
as a rule, an inferior one The best re- 
ports come from the Northern counties 
An average yield of corn is in excellent 
condition, except in localities. Both early 
and late crops are growing well. Pas- 
tures need rain generally, though in some 
counties they were never In better con- 
dition at this season of the year. A fair 
crop of sorghum is being made up. Millet 
Is all cut. It is an average crop. Hemp 
is also harvested. A good crop of clover 
seed is about all threshed. Fall plowing 
is progressing, except in the Bluegrass 
regions and adjacent territory, where it 
has been suspended until rainfa 1 renders 
it more practicable. Sweet potatoes are 
a good crop, but the Irish ones will be 
cut short by one-half. The latter, how- 
ever, are in good condition in the South- 
eastern counties. Apples are rotting and 
falling from the trees, though reports on 
other fruits are favorable. Turnips are 
growing nicely, but need rain. Gardens 
are in ge nerally fai r condition.
